The  firat  aheet  of  a  aUUnr.ent  left 
by  Dore  read:

find  It  here;  and  that  all  he  could  aay 
waa  tliat  he  wouldn't  thfbk  «fry 
moch  of  tiM  moral  character  of  a 
person  who  w«8  not  wlllthg  to  face  a 
little  hell  on  earth  In  order  to  do 
what  hn  believed  to  be  the  right.

No 
provition  liM  be«n  made  for  muni- 
cipal rcpreacnUtion,  wlucli  would 
tend  to  imply  that  the  purpo»e  of  the 
gathering  is  a  misnomer  The  powers 
qI  municipal  taxation  derive  their 
source    from  Proirlneial  legialation. 

Tl^   complaint    of    muni,  iralitics  is 
that  the  rights  and  obligations  whicli 
they  ihoaW  burt  art  neglected  to  » 
degree  Hy  the  higher  taxing  author- 
itiaa,  that  their  fcope  of  taxation  is 
too   limited   and   operatea   in  too 
ontrona  a  way  on  a  certain  section  of 
the  community,  and  that  they  are  not 
aulficiently  consulted  when  taxation 
reform  is  on  the  tapis.  The  complaint 
is  soun<l  and  cannot  be  d.nied.  All 
organizations  interested  in  a  munici- 
pal aenae  ahould  press  for  repreient- 
ition  of  municipalities  at  the  forth- 
:oming  Ottawa  conference. 
Hn~dalilandin<  problem   of  this 
Dominion  is  that  of  the  triple  impo- 
sition of   taxation— Federal,  i'rovin 
rial  and  mnnld^tl.  The  three  systems 
rail  for  three  sets  of  rollcctors.  The 
expenses    of    collection    illustrate  a 
waste  of  money  which  should  not 
prevail  in  any  country  which  is  a<l 
ministered  on  bjriness  lines.  Within 
latter  yeara  there  hat  been  a  steady 
imreasc  in  the  taxation  imposed  by 
each   authority   and   there   has  not 
been  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
ability  of  the  people  to  pay.    That  is 
an  economic  anomaly  »nd  it  is  acting 
as  a  deterrent  to  the  country*!  devel- 
opment.   It  has  produced  a  M'fc'c* 
of  inertia  which  is  bad  for  business. 
It  has  been  responsible  for  a  ftelieg 
of  hopelessness  which  is  illustrated 
by  the  continuous  flow  of  land  into 
the     possession     of  municipalities 
through  the  inability  of  people  to 
make  their  tax  payments. 

What  i»  happening  in  Victoria  is 
happening  in  varyiAg  degrees  else- 

Ahcrc  We  arc  Ik  ing  milked  by  the 
taxation  powers.  There  are  personal 
property  taxes,  succession  duties,  in- 
come taxes,  gasoline  and  amusement 
taxes.  There  are  scores  of  other 
faxet'  of  the  indirect  variety  too 

numerous  to  mention,  and  in  mum 
cipalities  the  land  and  improvements 
alone  are  left  to  bear  the  burden  of 
luch  national  services  as  schools, 
hospitals  and  the  care  of  the  aged 
and  infirm.  Tha  country  it  in  the 
grip  of  taxation  tyttcmt  and  that 
grip  is  strangling  initifttive  and  en- 
terprise. There  should  be  reform, 
commencing  with  rigid  economies  in 
all  administrative  expenditures,  fol- 
lowed by  the  provision  of  one  tax- 
collecting  agency,  and  one  only,  for 
Federal,  Provincial  and  municipal 
purposes.  I  he  present  triplication  of 
tnergict  meant  wholesale  waste  of 
money  on  an  army  of  officialdom  In 
the  forthcoming  lax  confereme  at 
Ottawa  it  thould  be  realized  that  to 
arrive  at  any  solution  of  the  problem, 
partial  or  otherwise,  certain  basic 
facta  have  to  be  contidered.  One  of 
thcte  it  the  ability  of  the  people  to 
pay  Md  protper.  They  are  paying 
now,  or  failing  to  pay.  at  tht  caat 
m^y  be,  but  it  cannot  be  said  that 
they  are  prospering.  It  is  the  inci- 
dence of  triple  taxation  that  ia  to 
blame  and  no  conference  on  the 
subject  ia  complete  or  can  accom- 
plish useful  purpotea  without  the 
prtaegct  of  mwticipal  rcprcat^tttiviet.

For 
twenty  yeare  he  waa  In  charge  of  the 
prisoners  at  the  old  Jail  on  Wark 
Street,  wiped  out  by  fire  a  numt>er 
of  years  ago,  and  during  that  time 
he  eatabll.ihed  unl<|UO  feelings  of 
frlcndllne*<s  towards  bimscif  amoag 
thi.  inmiitcs  rif  the  Institution. 

A  presentation  from  prisoners  to  a 
warder  la,  in  itself,  a  novel  oc(-ur- 
rence.  Hut  when  the  Rift  t.ikea  tho 
form  oC  a  large,  solid  gold  nr  edal  and 
clasp  set  with  niblsa  aad  amethysts, 
it  beeemee  strange  Indeed.  Yet,  such 
was  made  to  the  late  Mr.  Maeon. 
Ileseued  I'dmoiicrs 

Tho  main  reaaon  behind  the  prea- 
enUtion  waa  Mr.  Mason's  heroism 
exhibited  during  the  fire  that  de- 
stroyed the  Jail  building  on  January 
K,  1912.  There  were  108  inmatee  at 
the  time,  and  Mr.  Maaon  j-ecelved 
Keverc  I'urnfl  about  tho  face  and 
1  hands  as  lie  led  tho  work  of  getting 
them  out  to  safety.  The  bravery  ho 
displayed  was  recognized  by  the 
prlaoners,  every  one  i<i  whom  made 
some  contribution  to  the  preaentatlon, 
aome  giving  their  ktst  nickel  aad 
others  sums  aa  hlgto  aa  fiS. 

Mr.  Maaon  had  lived  thirty-five 
yeare  in  Victoria.  During  the  whole 
of  that  tln.e  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Kar  West,  Victoria.  Lodge  No.  1. 
Knlfthts  of  I'ytblii.-*.  vjnder  whose 
Huepicea  the  funer:il  \eHterdHy  took 
place  from  the  Sands  J'uncral  (."hnpel 
at  2  p.m:  The  remains  were  laid  at 
rest  in  the  family  plot  In  Ross  Bay 
cemetery.  The  pallbearers  were 
Meaara.  GL  W.  Alllaon,  J.  P.  Orepp, 
H.  A.  Mahaeli,  J.  H.  Maaaell,  J.  W. 
Harper  and  H.  M.  Turner.

Hydrogen  vs.  Hellnm 

There  Is  Still  much  to  be  done.  Im- 
proving methods  of  h.indling  on 
shore.  This  will  come  about  by  bet 
ter  laadlaa  masts  and  by  tbe  bniidinK 
of  ravolvlng  hangars.  As  i  bus*-  aabi, 
these  are  easily  spproachable.  me- 
chanical problems  whl<!h  will  certain- 
ly be  solved.

It 
has  also  a  leas  UfUng  powor 


most  aa  much  certainty  through  the 
gales  as  that  with  which  an  automo- 
bile can  be  driven  through  irafllc 
When  we  got  reports  of  bad  weather 
ahead,  on  the  southern  route,  we  had 
ao  trouble  dodging  It,  and  we  could 
have  dodfsd  the  Newfoundland  gale 
If  tha  reports  had  continued.

The  gyroscope  Is  entliely  satisfac- 
tory for  airship  navigation.  It  lacks 
all  the  drawbacks  of  the  standard 
ship's  compass  —  particularly  the 
"memory"  abberatlona  of  the  nsadles 
which  give  a  wavering  course.  And 
to  eld  still  further  comes  the  radio 
beacon  This,  with  the  new  Tele- 
futiken  poHirion  finder,  makes  it  pos- 
sible fi>r  airshlp.s  to  find  their  v,ay 
through  -th*  skle.s  aa  one  would  etroll 
through  country  lanes. 

The  Amarioana  have  virtually  per- 
fected a  detail  of  airship  operation 
which  I  am  convinced  will  be  of 
aupreme  importance.  It  la  the  water 
recovery  ayatem,  which  was  rfi  ently 
tried  .)ul  on  the  Shen.indoah.  As  the 
stup  liiirna  fuel  its  lo.id  t»  Uulileneil. 
and    hence    It    Is   neceasiary    to  releawe 

fas  to  keep  her  on  a  level  fliKht  Hy 
the  American  invention,  the  frco 
hydrogen  of  the  exhaust  Is  tapped, 
and  combining  with  the  oxygen  of 
the  air,  raoavara  alght  times  iu  own 
weight,  thus  forming  water.  This 
water  Juat  about  compensataa  for  tha 
fuel  burned  and  the  supply  of  ballast 
Is  thus  constantly  ren<-wed. 

There  la.  perhaps,  one  more  Im- 
portant requirement  for  the  fullest 
development  of  airships.  Thst  is  the 
adaputlon  of  the  Diesel  engine  to 
this  purpose.  It  would  dispense  with 
tha  highly  Inflammable  gasoline,  aa 
It  burns  oil,  and  woSld.  I  km  con- 
vinced,  give   effective   driving  power. 

I  suppose  dl.xaertattons  about  acen- 
ery  have  no  place  In  a  discussion  of 
mechanical  poaalbllltlea,  but  I  cannot 
help  but  believe  that  tho  continuous 
unfolding  of  overwhelmingly  baauU- 
ful  plstursa  muat  bs  oonaldarSd  an 
Important  datall  te  walghing  tha 
future  of  tha  airship,  entirely  apart

Tho  Freudian  theory  Is  that  the 
underlying  principle  of  every  osBe  of 
nervoasneea  la  a  aex  trauma  which 
may  have  been  prOducad  In  the 
fhlld'a  mind  when  he  waa  atlll  at  the 
breast  of  his  mother,  and  that  this 
trauma  h>«vcs  i  utrangled  Idea  deep 
In  the  Nil licon.MiioiiK  mind,  the  pur- 
p*)«»'  flf  pf4\  ch<ianalysls  being  to  bring 
Into  light  IhlH  siiuilhered  idea.  And 
ns  thle  theory  prenuppon'-M  that  the 
Ideii  Is  sexual  the  anahKiM  (lelve«i  Into 
the  secret  and  forgotten  Hf-xnsl  ex- 
periences; If  In  fact  there  be  none, 
they  are  <  onjurad  up  out  of  the 
dreama  of  the  patient  by  meana  of 
•ymbellam  which  cannot  fail  to  be 
revolting  to  a  aenaltlve  aad  delicate 
mind.

Krrry  Nermol  tlocUng  <^ueai  toned 
Theee  "healers"  and  "psycho- 
analysts" have  taken  toll  of  countless 
numbers  of  our  otherwise  healthy 
boys  and  Rlrls  and  mad*  of  them 
mental  wrecks.  Every  normal  feel- 
ing in  the  body  Ih  tiragged  out  and 
(lucMtioned  with  .t.  vile  sex  Interprela- 
Ilon  until  the  patient  Is  wrought  to 
the  highest  pitch  nervously,  and  llnnl- 
ly  caught.  In  :i  veritable  muflstrom  of 
Internal  and  external  sex  question- 
ings. '  The  character  of  the  talk  so 
frequent  hatwean  the  "psycho- 
analyst" ailkd  tire  patient  Is  often  so 
revolting  that,  even  If  we  wished,  we 
would  not  be  permitted  to  print  It. 

A  popular  I'-cturer  on  iiH\<ho 
analysis  snld  the  other  day  that  a 
child  should  be  taught  not  only  to 
respect  bis  every  emotion,  to  respect 
it  and  to  display  It.  but  to  repress 
nothing.  almply.  aak  In  aueh  case 
what  would  become  of  the  child's 
dignity,  modesty,  pol.^e.  character  and 
spiritual  life?  One  phase  of  educa- 
tion has  to  do  with  dNclpllnIng  the 
itnpulHes  Into  habits  of  dec«'nt 
thought  and  action  .M.iti\  of  the 
men  practicing  psyi'hoanalysls,  es- 
pecially the  "healers."  are  tham* 
selves  neurotic  and  erotic.

She 
blandly  told  of  her  actual  talks  with 
God.  hearing  His  voice,  executing 
His  commands;  ready  If  He  com- 
manded her,  to  kill  her  children 
while  they  slept.  Hhe  talked  sex  In- 
cessantly and  with  the  wildest 
theories.  Imagine  thin  woman  hav- 
ing for  a  minute  the  cf)nfldenrc  of 
your  fair  young  daughter  or  your  bo>- 
committed  to  her  care.  And  I  have 
on  my  desk  at  thla  moment  u  leaflet 
which  she  has  recently  Issued  ad- 
vertfalng  her  Autumn  classes  for  the 
yoiing! 

PrrcoHous  t'ult 

It  was  the  vogue  ii  little  lime  ago 
with  a  few  physicians  and  many 
"healers'  c.illlng  themselves  "psy- 
chologists" to  use  what  Is  known  as 
"i^tional  psychotherapy"  or  the  "ex- 
planation method"  The  healer  is 
supposed  to  talk  the  patient  out  of 
hia  nervaua  disorder,  •  but  many 
patients  slresly  know  ^he  cause  of 
their  trouble.  undArstsnd  its  psy- 
chology perfectly.  Tou  cannot  get 
rid  of  It  with  ressoning  or  explana- 
tion It  hits  become  an  organic  habit 
of  lileiitlon  The  i)byslclnn  must 
know  how  nutoilin  t  |ca  lly  to  reniove 
It  for  the  pHtlent.  and  the  The  Mody 
snd  Soul  Medical  and  .Mental  rilnlc 
bus  demonstrated  that  this  cun  be 
dona. by  means  of  a  method  aa  defl- 
ni^  and  exact  as  tliat  by  which  a 
surgeon  parforma  a  bratn  operation. 
The.  explanstlon  method,  used  alone, 
simply  deludes  the  patient,  takes  his 
money,  and  gives  him  practically 
nothing  In  the  way  of  health.
